De WET DISTURBS ENGLAND. 


LONDON, Nov. '30i-*The whole British 


empire is sorely disturbed over the sit- 
uation in South Africa. The disaster 
at Dewetsdorp, where the entire gar 
rison of four hundred was bagged by 
De Wet, has sent a thrill of alarm 
through Great Britain. In some quar- 
ters it is even intimated that the war is 
beginning all over, on the part of the 
burghers. The slippery De Wet, al- 
ready recognized as a genius in leading 
a mobile force, appears. to have slid 
away once more and so far there is no 
news that the captured British have 
been liberated. It is known that many 
farmers in the district where the smart 
Boer ccmmander is operating have 
oined his force. Boer raiders have 
reached the Orange river and fired into 
he British camp at Sandrift, on the 
Gape Colony side, killinz one man and I 
wounding two. It is being murmured ' 
that the actual condition of affairs at 
the front is not known in England.

from Johannesburg, under date of Wed- 
nesday, Xov. 28: 


"The De Wetsdorp garrison of two guns 


of the Sixty-eighth field battery, with de- 
tachments of the Gloucestershire regi- 
ment, the Highland Light infantry and 
Iri«=h rifles, 400 in all, surrendered at 
5:30 p. ni. Nov. 23. Our losses -were 15' 
wen killed and 42 wounded, including Ma- 
jor II. J. Anson and Captain Digby. The 
enemy is said to be 2,500 strong. Four- 
teen hundred men were dispatched from 
Edenberg to relieve De Wetselorp. but they 
did not succeed in reaching there in time. 
Knox joined this .force and found Dewets- 
doi-p "vacunted. Seventy-five pick and 
wounded had been left there. Knox pur- 
sued and is reported to have successfully 
engaged Steyn and De Wet near Vaal- 
barik Xov. 27. They retired west and 
southwest. Knox's messenger failed to 
get through, MI I have no details." 


Lord Koberts also reports that various 


columns found the Boers holding strong 
pOMtioiiK in the vicinity of Harrismith, 
Philippolis, both in the Orange Itiver Col- 
ony, and other widely separated points. 
The fighting, however, was of little im- 
portance. 


A detachment of 200 men belonging to 


the Uoyal Canadian regiment, Colonel 
Otter commanding, which has just reach- 
ed England from South Africa by the 
Ilawarden O'n<-tle. arrived in London and 
proceeded to Kensington barracks. Since 
their arrival ut Southampton, where they 
wen- welcomed by Major Genera!

Anglo-American Love Feast nt Hotel 


Cecil. 


London, 
Xov. 30.^-More than 400 


Americans -were~irrwnt -at the Hotel Ce- 
cil last evening at the Thanksgiving din- 
ner given under the auspices of the Amer- 
ican society in London. Mr. V. C. Van 
Duser, president of the society, was in 
the chair, and the guests included Btvron 
Alverstone, lord chief justice of Englun'l; 
Mr. AVilliam Court Gully, speaker of the 
house of commons; Sir James Charles 
Mathew of the queen's bench division of 
the high court of Justice, Mr. Frank 
Green, lord mayor of-London; Captain 
Arthur Lee, Mr. Choate and the full staff 
of the United States embassy, Mr. Wil- 
liam Mclvinley Osborue, United States 
consul general in London, and many oth- 
er distinguished Americans and English- 
men. The speeches following the dinner 
teemed with international compliments, 
all the speakers dwelling upon the good 
relations existing between Great Britain 
and the United States and expressing the 
hope that these would continue. 


After the usual toast to the queen, Mr. 


Gully said: 


"Will we now drink to that distinguish- 


ed man just chosen again to be the ruler 
of the greatest English speaking commu- 
nity on the face of the earth, for whom 
we wish a peaceful and prosperous term; 
and we trust that the. two countries may 
be bound together forever." 
' The lord chief justice, proposing the 
health of Mr. Choate, paid a tribute to 
the long liat of distinguished Americans 
sent to tile court of St. .Tames. 


Mr. Choate, responding, dwelt upon the 


''happy relation* now existing between 
the United States and till the other na- 
tions of -the world." 


Justice Maihcw followed, saying that 


in sentiment and affection he also wns an 
•American, b'tt whether he was a Repub- 
lican or Democrat he did not know, but 
probably he wns both. 


The most heartily applauded speech 


was that of Captain Lee, who accompa- 
nied the American forces during the Cu- 
ban campaign and who recently 
was 


elected to parliament in the Fareham di- 
vision of Hampshire. 


Captain Lee said that his motive iu re- 


higniiig bis commission :n the army anil 
entciiug politics was to endeavor to pro- 
mote good relations between the United 
States and Kngland. In the course of an 
eloquent tribute to America and the 
American soldier he Hiiid: 
% 
"Jt has been my high privilege to serve 


with the Ameilcnn army in Cuba and to 
witness the devotion of the American sol- 
dier to ills flag and his country. The sight 
filled me with pride and admiration boili 
for himself and his Hag. I wi.sh to refer 
especially to the gallantry of General 
Clialfce. If I were to tell of his deeds of 
bravery I would make his ears tingle 
oven nt this dista.'cc."

Rear Admiral Remey's dispatch gave 


the first official data of the total loss Of 
the Yosemite. The dispatch was com- 
municated to Secretary Long, wlio came 
to the department and spent pait of the 
morning there. The secretary expressed 
profound regret at the loss of the ship 
and men, but there was consolation iu 
the fact that the loss of life was com- 
paratively small considering the large 
complement of officers and men carried 
by the Yosemite under ordinary circum- 
stances. 


•A dispatch was sent to Rear Admiral 


Bcmey asking for all further particulars 
which might be available nu«l for the 
names of the lost boat ciow. The fact 
that Rear Admiral Kcmpff probably had 
left Cavite by this time for Guam gave 
assurance that everything possible would 
be done. The secretary said the depart- 
ment would make every effort to ascer- 
tain the extent of the disaster and the 
names of those who wove lost and would 
keep the public informed. 


Rear Admiral Remey's reference to 


the Justin, which went to the rescue of 
the Yosemite, applies to the collier Jus- 
tin, which recently had arrived at Guam. 
The plans concerning the Yosemite were 
in a transient state, and within a few 
days from the time of her loss she was- 
expected to leave Guam for Cavite. At 
the same time the collier Brutus had 
been ordered from the Philippines to 
Onam, where she was to tako the place 
of the Yosemite as a station ship. 


In the absence of all cable connection 


with Guam it is impossible for the de- 
partment to know whether the Brutus' 
liad i cached there at the time of the 
disaster. 
The Brutus took out a crow 


and marines \\ho will act as the garrison 
in Guam, replacing the forces which 
have been there for about a year. 


Tho General Alava is reported from 


Manila to have passed into the track of 
the same typhoon which overwhelmed 
tie Yosoinito. She is a little gunboat of 
532 tons displacement. Nevertheless she 
is snid to have been perfectly stanch 
and seaworthy, and providing she met tin- 
storm in the open sea iu all nmbahilit.\ 
she would have come safely through it. 
The Alava was a Spanish gunboat cap- 
tured by th? United States anuy i:i the 
Philippines, where she had been used bj 
the insurgents, and was turned over to 
the United Stales luuy about a year ago.

tbrco synonyms for ague besides plain 
chills and fever. They were Indiana, Illi- 
nois and Missouri, and the greatest o£ 
those was Missouri. . There were two divi- 
sions of severity In those days. Thoso who 
shook on Monday, Wednesday, Friday 
and Sunday made jup ono division, and 
those who shook on Tuesday, Thursday 
and Saturday and remitted with the other 
the next Monday were the other. In thoso 
days tho invitations to social functions 
read: 
"Mr. and Mrs. M. A. Laria present their 


compliments to Kr. C. A. Fever and beg 
to inform hire that they will not fee shak- 
ing on Tuesday, and would be pleased to 
have his presence at their dark greep tea." 


This would'be tho answer: 
"Mr. C, A., Fever acknowledges the 


kind invitation of Mr. and Mrs. M. A. 
Laria, but? begs to inform them that Tues- 
day is his day to shake.!' 


Many an otherwise happy social func- 


tion was shattered, too, by the inability of 
the Mr. and Mrs., of the household to get 
their ague for the season started off on tbe 
same day. 
Of course under tho circum- j 


stances the whole family would be com-! 
polled to miss tbo entire social season or 
disturb with their rattling or chattering 
every gathering they attended. 


Today tbe dismissing sign reads, "This 


is my busy day,1' In early Missouri times, 
"This is my day to shake" was tbe correct 
form. 


But all this is changed now. No longer 


is tbe congregation at church changed ev- 
ery Sunday, and no longer arc two'preach- 
ers, guaranteed not to shake on the same 
day, necessary. It vcas almost -a part of 
tbe contract; .in those days 
For tbe old 


timo chills are no more and tho ague has 
Almost disappeared. There are a few places 
in the south \\bcre it is still tho custom, 
but it very seldom crosses Mason and 
Bison's line now 
In some of the parts 


of Arkansas where typewriters and bicycle 
bloomers have not penetrated, there is yet 
some ague, but it seldom gets north of 
thoso secluded spots. At present Dr.-G. 
O. Coffin, city physician, is treating two 
cases of real, old timo fever and ague, 
but they are the first he has seen in Kan- 
sas City in ten years 
He says • 


Dr J) R. Porter, who come hero from 


Ohio 80 yearj> ago, and has been hero ever 
since, says ho has not seen a case of old 
timo chills and fever in five years 
Dr 


Coffin says it is because of tbo improved 
sanitary conditions. Dr. Porter says it is 
because people drink better water 


In tho early days, Dr. Porter" said to a 


reporter for Tho Star, three-fourths of his 
income came from ague patients. Doctors 
grew rich treating malarial poison. Tho 
favorite and principal proscription then 
was, "qxihnne, 20 grains," in as many 
variations as tho doctor's education and 
medical dictionary could coujiiro him dis- 
tinguished and high sounding terms to 
substitute lor tho word quinine 
And 


when both ran short or tho patients found 
it out and went prescribing for themselves 
it was an easy matter for the doctor and 
tho druggist to got together behind tho 
prescription case and agree upon eomo 
thing new and cryptogrammatio.—Kansas 
City Star

Facts About Them Which Ar« Not i 


According; to Hoyle,

"you aU know that cards were invented 
in 1390 to divert tho mind of Charles IV 
of France, who was dreadfully in the 
dumps with a torpid liver or something of 
the kind, but possibly you don't know 
about the figures of tho four suits. Well, 
tho inventor proposed by them to represent 
tho four states or classes of men in France. 
By the cceurs (hearts) arc meant the gens 
do chceur, choir men or ecclesiastics. Tho 
nobility or military part is represented 
by the points of lances or pikes, which we, 
in our ignorance of the meaning or resem- 
blance of the figure, call spades. 
The 


Spaniards have cspadas (swords) instead 
of pikes, which means the" 'same thing.

The Spaniards 
have a coin, dineros, which answers to it, 
and tho Dutch call the French word car- 
rc.iux steinon, stones and diamonds, from 
tho form. Trosto, tho trefoil leaf or clover, 
corruptly called clubs, alludes to farmers 
and country folks generally. It is not 
Lnowu how this figure came to be called 
cUbs, unless tho name \v as "borrowed from 
tho Spanish game, which has staves or 
clubs instead of the trefoil.

Baiid, Alexander, Caesar and Charles, 
names which were and still are on French 
cards.

ruined Insidious!; by his commercial sj s- 
tcm, Napoleon enjoys unbounded popu- 
.arity. ISvqry book about him is read with 
a\idity. New works elucidating now 
chases in his many sided character appear 
lontinually and we welcomed widely. 
Tho walls of the academy year after year 
bear witness to the hold he has on the 
artistic imagination. 


It is easier to state these facts than to 


explain them. They aro largely due, no 
doubt, to the contagion of hero worship, 
tho ready admiration accorded by the 
crowd of smaller men to one of tho great 
giants of tbo human race; a tribute ren- 
dered with ungrudging enthusiasm, jet a 
littlo inconsiderately, c%en blindly, for- 
getting that its object moro often deserves 
detestation than respect. The effect of all 
this eulogy nnd panegyric laid on so 
thickly and with such a large brush is to 
obscure tho truth, to cover up the faults, 
tho shortcomings, tho really malignant 
nature of the man himself ITo is present- 
ed to i >? us tho mighty conqueror, the in 
compnrablo statesman, tho farscoiug, lurpt 
minded administrator; wo hear of his un- 
criing generalship, his ma>torly manipu- 
lation of hisfcllowracn from kings to con- 
scripts; of his capacious brain, in which 
details innumerable wcro etored ready for 
immediate use; of his kindly, winning 
smile, his unfailing Kcncrosity to ungrate- 
ful relatives—everything, in short, to his 
credit, nothing of his crimes. 


For if he wero a great genius, tho great- 


est perhaps the world has sefn, how HE 
also ono of tho greatest criminals. It may 
seem to puss the bounds of historical crit- 
icism to call him u, murderer, a brigand 
and a thief, jet the indictment can bo 
maintained that ho was all these, and on 
tbo largest scale. 
Ho sent men wholesale 


to their deaths; a couploof million French- 
men, as many moro of other races—all'Ch 
or enemies—WCTO butchered to create, 
maintain cr defend bis power. Ho rev 
morselosHly blew tho Due d'ISughicii to 
clear bis way to tho throne. lie be^n 
his robberies in bis flrstltalinn campaign, 
after tbe spoliation of specie and «ish ho 
stolo territories and crowns. He was n 
scourge to Europe; his path was bloodshed 
and rapina as devastating as tho cholera 
or tbo black death. And all this for, per- 
sonal aggrandizement, tho gratification 
of his greed and lust of power, of his in- 
satiable hunger for conquest, his cravings 
for military renown, lie was no patriot, 
ho had no country of his own. Since Cor- 
sica bad discarded him, ho fotight for his 
own band, not, for France. And Franco, 
which ho had raibed for a short spoco to :i 
pinnacle of great glory, ho left torn and 
bleeding, depopulated, in poMeriihcd. 


This is the truer cstiu.uco of one who 


was, under some aspects, a devil incarnate 
—a monster in human form, as ho ha;> 
been described in tho pages of Tnine, Lan- 
'frcy, Sceley and a few more 
This is the 


judicial view, calm and dispassionate, 
based on tbe plain evidence of acts and 
conduct, rising superior to sentiment 
Taino explains Napoleon as a fifteenth 
century survival, a "throw back" to an 
other race in an earlier epoch. Ho is n 
freak of naturo reproducing tho groat, 
Italian tyrants, tho all powerful coudot- 
tieri, the soldiers of fortune who, striking 
out boldly nt -great stakes, raised them- 
selves to thrones or perished in tbe at* 
tempt. Napoleon was ono by inheritance, 
an Italian of clear, straight descent, u 
child of the land that produced the Sforzns, 
tho Viscontis, tho Borgias, "a posthumous 
brother of Danto and Michael Ango'lo," 
ranking with them in rnentol qualities 


j Taine, "is of tho same 


stature, tbe same structure. Ho is ono of 
tho thrco sovereign minds of the Ital- 
ian renaissance, except thnt while tbo 
first two work on paper or raarblo tho lost 
operates on the living being, on tho sensi- 
tive, suffering flesh of humanity." 
It is 


thia which constitutes Napoleon an evil- 
doer. Crime has been well defined as u 
refusal to abldo by rales that men, for 
their general protection, agree to call 
binding. Napoleon accepted no such obli- 
gation. Ho set all such rules at defiance; 
his arrogant, all embracing egotism was 
above tho law. Tho eternal moi, tho lim- 
itless selfishness, cold blooded and calcu- 
lating,, that gathered in .everything to his 
support, needed in his opinion no explana- 
tion or justification.—Now Illustrated 
Magazine.

"The Brethren of tbe Coart" Had Idea*

There was a Frenchman of that period 


who must have been a warm hearted phi- 
lanthropist, because, having read accounts 
of tho terrible atrocities of tho Spaniards 
in tho western lands, ho determined to 
leave his homo and family and become a 
buccaneer in order that he might do what 
ho could for the suffering in tho Spanish 
possessions. Ho entered into the great 
work which he bad planned for himself 
with such enthusiasm anflzeal that in the 
course of time be came to bo known as 
"The Exterminator," and if there had 
been more people of bis "philanthropic turn 
of mind, there would soon ha\obocnno 
inhabitants whatever upon tho islands 
from which tho Spaniards "had driven out 
tho Indians. 


There was another person of tbnt day, 


also a Frenchman, -who became deeply in- 
volved in debt in bis own country, and 
feeling that tho principles of honor for- 
bade him to live upon -and enjoy what 
was really tho property of others, mado up 
his mind to sail across tho Atlantic and 
become a buccaneer Ho hoped that if ho 
should be enabled to rob Spaniards for a 
term of -years, he could return to France, 
pay off bis debts and afterward livo tho

thickly filled with long, coarse hUr.° The 
tail is devoid of hair, somewhat lint and 
very muscular, being used by tho tiolnml 
as n rudder when swimming 


It is stated, and correctly, that in thy 


carlj fall tho thickness of the walls of the 
muskrat houses can bo accepted as an tic- 
curate indication of tho coming winter's 
severity. The llttlo architect hus a premo- 
nition und accordingly builds his hou&o 
extra thick if the winter is to bo very cold 
A sudden and unexpected rise in the 
stream, occasioned bj a, freshet, will some- 
times cause tho muskrat to abandon its 
home, and it then at oueo sets about 
building another 


Hunting the muskrnt is good sport, the 


favorite fcc:ison being in tho late fall, about 
tho time of " Indian summer." The be^t 
way is to take n Hat bottomed boat und 
paddle quietly along shoro to tho homes 
of u colony 
If the clay is cloudy and not 


too cold, the rnts will bo out a few rods 
from tho shore, sporting and feeding. Tim 
boat is then sculled between the muskrat 
and its houso to cut off its retreat; for 
otherwise it would seek shelter nt once, 
running a part of tho vi ay under >\ater, 
diving and rising to take breath, until 
safe in its nest.—Minneapolis Journal.

The closest 
care must be taken to avoid a ooict. 


The disease seems to be contagions 
mong the children and three or fmr 
ittle ones in a family may be taken at 
about the same time. Just what it is, 
seems to puzzle the doctors, but per- 
haps they won't at Gvst admit it. 


It seems that a cold will produce the 


leadly membranous croup or pneumo- 
nia and nothing could be more fatal to 
he little folks and every precaution for 
heir health should be attended to. 


There have probably been twenty-five 


or more caset> of the disease around here 
under the name of "tonsilitis," "cold," 
"sore throat," etc.

Two .hundred men,and boys had gath- 


eite,d on the -sheet iron soof of the glass 
works -to obtain a if ree view of the annual

•University of California/ About 20 min- 
utes afte» the game had commence^ there 
was a crash, -plainly audible, from the 
football grounds, and a portion of the 
crowd on the roof went down. 
' 


The fires in the^ furnaces had been 


started for the first time, and the vats 
were full of liquid glass. It was upon 
these that the victims fell. Some were 
IcilR-d instantly, and others were slowlj 
loasted to death. Tho ffrw who missed 
the furnaces rolled off and together with, 
the workmen in the glass works saved the 
lives of many by pulling; them away from 
their horrible testing place. 


Work of Relief. 


The police and fire depaitments were 


hoon at hand, and every patrol wagon 
and ambulance in the city was sum- 
moned. They were not enough, and ex- 
piess v.ngous and private carriages Mere 
pies-sod into service to cany oil the deafl 
and Mounded. Many of the injured weie 
unconscious, •while others were hunted, 
shrieking with agony, to tho hospitals. 
The Southern Pacific railway hospital, 
only two blocks away, wus quickly "filled. 
Vbout 40 wounded ivcio taken Ibeio 
)therb weie bent to St. Luke's hospital 
nd the City Receiving hospital, to pri- 
atc residences mid oth'-r places. At the 
ospitals theie •ftsis hoim a shoiUige of 
urgeons nnd some of the wounded had 
o wait until help came. 
The loof of the gl.isv \voiks \\as not 
00 feet away fiom the tootball tielil, but 
he '20,000 poisons watching the game 
\c-ie too interehted in tho game to notice 
\hat had occmred. It wus only whon 
lie ui^heis went through the vast crowd, 
ailing for doctois, that it bec.imo known 
heic had been uu accident 
f poisons lett the grounds and 
bout the fence inclosing the glass woiks. 
\Tews of the disaster spiead uipidly, and 
liousands ot anxious people quickly .ts- 
embled. Tho police kept them back with 
ifflculty, M hile the patrol w agons anil 
mbnltuuos dashed U.iongh the crowd on 
Licir ^\fiy to ami from the hospitals.

There arc fov countries In which trav- 


eler^ now mjtyihj passports iu ordo,r to 
promote their convenience' '>nnd security.' 
In Brazil and Voniwuela a passport nitifti 
be fihou n to tho officials bcfol'O oao is »1- 
lowed to lcft\o tho country for n foreign 
port. Thig is a vexatious measure, en- 
forced apparemily for the sake of enabling 
a lew othcirrls to collect small fees. 


In Russia passport regulations are en- 


forixd with great stringency. Ko trav- 
eler is allowed to enter the Binpij;o until 
bo ins- obtained » passport and commcod 
the Russian consular* officers' at 'the port 
from which ho sails that he is neither a 
Bonun 'Catholic priest ucr a Hebrew. Tbo 
question ordinarily asked -is, "What id 
your religion?" bat it is' designed toj>ro< 
vidb against the entry of cither of those 
1WD»closscs. \Vh>n tho traveler arrives at 
a Russian rort. with » passport which n»s 
been properly A isaed and countersigned ai 
a consular office, it is critically examined 
by a polico officer and duly registered. At 
tlje entoanqp of the hotel another police 
officer t'ikef po-^ession of tho document, 
and, in tho course of 34 hours, returns it 
With ivponmt for a limited residence in 
the country. 


^\ hen the traveler departs for another 


city in tho empire, ho must have tho pass- 
port countersigned by the police. This 
prcccss continues until he reaches the 
frontier, which ho cannot cross unless the 
passport .has been visaed and stamped by 
the police. Not infrequently toiuists are 
stopped at tho frontier and subjected to 
serious inconvenience because they have 
neglected to comply with tbo police regu~ 
lotions respecting passports. 


All this -red tape causes annoyance and 


Irritation among tourists, who arc apt to 
overlook the fact that Russians as well 
as f-oreigncrs are compelled to observe 
these polico icgulations. It is tho business 
of tho police to ^uow where everybody 
lodges. A permit is required if a native 
removes from onet quarter of a town to 
another. 
Everybody is registered by the 


police whon ho arrives or departs, and for- 
eigners whon they are in Kubsiiv arc dealt 
with on equal terms with. permanent rebi- 
douts, — Youth's Companion.
